However convinced a man may be upon political 
questions, he has more confidence in his judg- 
ment when he finds himself supported by a press 


that is free and independent, and not the mere 


mouthpiece of the last county convention. The 
weakness of a mere party press was never so on- 
spicuous as when contrasted with the vigor, suo- 
cess, and popularity of the independent press. 
This is shown in the utter failure of that press 
to justify the party men involved in the various 
exposures of scandalous corruption. 

The law of self-preservation is as conspicnous 
among newspapers as among individuals, and 
the time seems to have come when, with the 
most loyal disposition in the world, the party 
press dare not approve of acts that have out- 
raged the whole people, and brought into con- 
tempt and distrust the political organization 
that is responsible for them. The situation 18 
interesting in many respects, but principally so 
for two reasons: First, because it indicates 
that a movement of irresistible force has been 
inaugurated to break down abuses ; and 
second, because it teaches what is valuable for 
the public to understand—that newspapers are

The policy of the Govern- 
ment is to maintain Indians without work, and 
such u policy cannot but prove fatal to peace 
and good order, while it opens a thousand ave- 
nues to frauds and corruptions of every descrip- 
tion. The English Government, in its dealings 
with Indians, has treated them as responsible | 
men. It gives them the same opportunities as 
white men, and makes them amenable to 
law in the same manner. It may be possible that 
the representatives of the Quaker policy: 
can show some good reason why en Indian 
should not work, but should be maintained in 
idleness and drinking whisky until he gets tired of | 
these ennobling pursuits, and then, by way of 
change, indulging his murderous propensities 
with the butcher-knives, powder, and Spéncer 
rifles which the Government furnishes him. If 
they cannot, then let the policy of punishing 
him when he murders, imprisoning him when he 
steals, and starving him when he won't work, the 
policy by which all white men have to be con- 
(trolled, be tried, and see how Will work.” 


The practice of sending American youth 
abroad for educational purposes has increased so 
much of late years that it has at last developed 
a counter-movement among a class of promi- 
nent American educators. The Hon. B. G, 
Northrop, the Secretary of the Connecticut State 
Board of Education, has taken the lead in the 
| matter. He recently published | an article in the 
Christian Union, in which he pointed out many 
Objections that occurred to him, and he pro- 
poses to pursue the subject in a more elaborate | 
manner. It is understood that President Eliot, 
of Harvard, Stearns, of Amherst, Dr. Mark Hop- 
kins, President Porter, and other workers in 
American education, concur in the views of Mr. 
Northrop, and will co-operate in the effort to 
check the migration of so many Amer- 
ican students to European schools. 
These gentlemen occupy too high a po- 
sition to be suspected of any selfish motive 
in seeking to help American youth at home, ft 
is evident that their sole interest is in the cause 
of American education, and that they honestly 
believe the increasing practice of attending 
foreign schools is baneful at once to the Ameri- 
can youth, and to the American system of educa- 
tion. Their opposition is directed mainly against 
the schools of the preparatory or academic 
grades, the benefits of the European University 
| system being conceded for advanced students of 
well-disciplined minds and natural character. 
The general statement of the case is, that the 
customs of European schools have a tendency to 
unfit American youth for the further pursuit of 
according to the customs of 
American educational institutions, and also 
that the surroundings, social and political 
are calculated to leave impressions and instil 
ideas that are opposed to the duties of American 
citizenship.
